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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art taken as 
a whole neither teaches nor renders obvious the combination including chamfer portions 
provided on the pillars and escaping recesses disposed between pillars and the side plates being 
arc shaped when viewed from the radial direction of the retainer. While Bessone et al does show 
milled recesses there is no suggestion in the prior art for providing chamfers on the pillars, and 
while Baden does have recesses they are not arc-shaped, nor are there formed chamfers on the 
pillars nor are the recesses formed by milling, resulting in burrs, as noted in Applicant's remarks.
